BASIS FOR DELEGATES 
LIKELY TO BE CHANGED 


Platform Also to Be Pre- 
pared That Will Unite the 
Broken Ranks — Leaders 
Convinced Reform Is Nec- 
esSary. 


Washington, December 14.—Leading 
members of the republican national 
committee, here to attend the commit- 
tee meeting Tuesday, expressed’ the 
belief tonight that a special conven- 
tion of the republican party would be 
Called to reorganize the methods, 


-phange the basis of delegate apportion-, 


ment and to consider the preparation 
of a party platform that would unite 
its broken ranks. 

Among nearly a dozen committeemen 
who arrived today several were of 
“open mind’ as to the convention plan 
and one or two were outspoken 
Against it. Conferences were held today, 
however, and the statements of com- 
mittee members who have been in com- 
munication with a majority of that 
body indicated that plans have been 
tentatively made looking toward the 
calling of the convention and that ad- 
vocates of the plan believe they have a 
majority of the committee behind them 

Majority for Convention. 

Charles B. Warren, of Michigan, 
chairman of the law committee of the 
-fepublican organization, said he thought 
8 majority of the committee members 

would favor the holding of a conven- 
tion. Chairman Charles D. Hilles has 
not yet indicated his own opinion as to 
the wisdom of a special party gather- 
ing. John T. Adams, of Iowa, and F. 
W. Eastabrook, of New Hampshire, 
declared they had “open minds” on the 
plan. H. B. Maxson, of Nevada, was 
openly opposed to the convention. 

The plan now in contemplation, if the 
committee decides to summon a conven- 
tion, is to provide in the call that the 
various state committees shall control 
the method of selecting delegates, ex- 
cept where there are state primary 
laws covering the subject. 

This plan, if adopted, would be the 
first step toward one of the changes in 
rules demanded by the so-called pro- 
gressive faction of the party, that the 
“district unit’ system of scattering 
delegates be abandoned and the pri- 
mary laws of various states be recog- 
nized as final by the national commit- 


tee. 
Fight Begins Tonight. 

While the formal committee session 
does not begin until Tuesday morning, 
the fight over the convention will be 
inaugurated tomorrow night at a din- 
ner to be given to the committee mem- 
bers only by Chairman Hilles. It is ex- 
pected that the real issues of the con- 
vention will be settled at the dinner 
The committee session of Tuesday prob- 
ably will be held with open doors. 

The prospects of a fight in the con- 
vention for the adoption of a platform 
of party principles has been an im- 
portant factor in strengthening’ the 
opposition of some committeemen who 
do not favor the project. Senator Cum- 
mins, former Governor Hadley, of Mis- 
gsouri, and other leaders of the progres- 
give republican forces have laid plans 
for a campaign to secure the adoption 
of a platform of marked progressive 
character. 

Several committee members insist 
that the summoning of a convention 
would reopen party wounds that might 
in time be closed and would not oper- 
ate to draw the divergent factions of 
the party together. 

The law committee, through Chair- 
man Warren, has made public its de- 
cision that the national committee may 
Ghange the party rules without refer- 
@nce to a convention but that the re- 
appointment of delegates can be made 
Oniy by a convention. 

This decision probably will play an 
important part in the committee delib- 
erations and has already brought about 
a prounoced demand that the commit- 
teé should register its decision as to 
the recognition of the state primary 
laws, the form of service of national 
committee members and the relinquish- 
ment of the power held by the national 
committee to make up the “temporary 
role” of the national convention. 

Borah Issues a Statement. 


Senator Borah, one of «the “i insurg- 
ents” in the stormy sessions of the na- 
tional committee at Chicago last June, 
issued a statement tonight deinanding 
that the committee go on record as to 
the proposed changes in rules. whether 
or not it decided to cail a convention. 

“The committee is just now the voice 
of the party and the members of the 

arty generally expect a positive dec- 
aration on these and kindred matters 
from this body,” said Senator Borah. “I 
hope to see the national committee at 
its coming meeting, whhatever else 
it may decide to do or not to do. with 
reference to the calling of national 
convention, show that the committee 
itself has some view upon these ques- 
tions and is not afraid to declare them 
in unequivocal terms. 

rat should declare in favor of proper 
apportionment and in favor of primary 
elected delegates. It should deciare its 
position upon the entire proposition of 
the reconstruction of the party ma- 
chinery. We can at this meeting place.

The suffragettes gathered for the 
purpose of demonstrating before the 
house of counsellors who had deprived 
them of the use of the Baw baths as 
a meeting place. One hundred police 
mounted and afoot c¢orralled the de- 
monstrators and falling to dissuade 
them from their proposed action, 
charged the procession. 

The policemen seized Miss Emerson 
and men and women rushed to her 
rescue. A wild scene followed and wo- 
men and children were thrown to the 
ground and trampled in the semi-dark- 
ness. The shrieks of the frightened 
mob veld Sr the onlookers but when

With outstand- 
ing subscriptions of several thousand 
dollars, the pastors and other leaders 
declared after the meeting Sunday 
night that the entire amount necessa- 
ry will soon be available, and that be- 
fore many months are over the Y. M. C.

SENSES TO BOY 


Willie Prater, Recovering 
From Operation at Grady, 
Fast Recovering Mental 
Equilibrium. 


In the case of Willle Lee Prater, aged 
18 vears, of 50 Buena Vista avenue, the 
Grady hospital authorities have prob- 
ably accomplished with the knife the 
feat of restoring complete mental equi- 
librigm from imbecility of life-long du- 
ration. 

The patient, who underwent the 
knife the early part of last week, is 
rapidly recovering in the hospital ward. 
His mental faculties are fast returning. 
Physically, the operation was a grati- 
fying success. His family visit him 
daily, and are unconstrained in their

Recently a brain. specialist was 
called to examine the youth. He rec- 
ommended the trephining process, and 
the boy was removed to Grady hos- 
pital in preparation. He ‘underwent 
the knife last Tuesday. He soon re- 
covered from the effect of the incision, 
and is now becoming brighter in senses 
each day. 

Bone Pressed on Brain. 

The trephining process is not new, 
although regquirimge the hand of an ex- 
pert. In the Frater boy's case it meant 
the removal of a portion of the pa- 
tient’s skull in order to reach the point 
of depression. A dislocated fragment 
of the bone was found to be resting 
against the brain. The intra-cranial 
pressure was also found to be great, 
it being relieved along with the re- 
moval of the depressing fragment. 

Following the operating, the dis- 
lodged portion of skull was replaced. It 
healed rapidly. Whether or not the 
operation will be successful from a 
point of view of mental recovery, the 
patient, it is assured, will suffer no ill 
consequences.

That the rebel loss was very great 
also is emphasized in thes® advices 
which add that the buzzards, which in- 
habit ‘the Mexican coast and which for 
generations have been protected by 
law, floated teday over the battlefields 
in numbers so great as to present the 
appearance of low lying black clouds. 

According to the federal report 800 
rebels were killed before they could 
get out of range and this probably 
would mean many ether hundreds 
wounded and left behind. 

It is regarded here as probable that 
the relief of Tampico is only tem-. 
porary‘and that before many days the 
rebels will resume the attack in great- 
er numbers although the three days’ 
battle has materially’ cut down their 
supply of ammunition. This may de- 
lay operations for a time. 

Reports reaching here do not indi- 
cate that the property loss as a result 
of the fighting has been large. 

Huerta Expressed No Anger. 

Official deniai was made today that 
President Huerta had expressed anger 
at the alleged interference of Rear 
Admiral Fletcher with the federal gun- 
boats; nor did the government ever re- 
ceive corroboration of the report that 
the American coemmander-in-chief had 
issued any order that could be inter- 
preted as interference. 

Whether the rebels under General 
Blanco now at Victoria decide to re- 
new the attack upon Tampico or direct 
their efforts against Monterey, they 
will be able to move men and war ma-* 
terial much more expeditiously in the 
next venture, since as a result of the 
engagements about Tampico they now 
have in their possession 23 locomotives 
and several hundred cars, many of 
them loaded with construction mate- 
rial and other supplies. 


RESCUE OF AMERICANS 
VERY DIFFICULT TASK 


Vera Cruz, December 14.—The trans- 
fer of American refugees to the battle- 
ships during the incessant fighting at 
Tampico was attended with considera- 
ble difficulty. Rear Admiral] Fletcher's 
temporary flagship, the Tacoma, was 
run alongside the customs dock. The 
scoyt cruiser Chester proceeded one 
mile below. 

The admiral gave orders that all 
Americans should withdraw from the 
city. Even the German consul aban- 
doned his residence and went aboard 
the Kronprinzessin Cecillie. The Brit- 
ish admiral,. Sir Christopher Cradock, 
took up his temporary headquarters on 
a merchant steamer at the dock. 

The Mexican gunbeat Bravo was at 
the bend of the river below the city, 
firing westward over the town. The 
rebel general, Candido Aguilar, crossed 
below the Bravo from Tuxpan with 
2,000 menand heavy guns. He con- 
trolled the mouth of the river and at- 


tacked the Bravo from behind, sweep- 


ing the gunboat’s decks with rifle fire. 
Shrapnel burst over the outskirts of 
the town and stray shots killed and 
wounded civilians. Bodies could be 
from telegraph poles. 
The situation became so dangerous to 
noncombatants that Rear Admiral 
Fletcher decided to send the refugees 
to the battleships lying off La Barra, 
five miles from the fighting zone, 

At 7:30 o'clock Friday evening the 
Wheeling got under way. She proceed- 
ed to the Tacoma and took aboard the 
Commander 
Kittelle, of the Wheeling, proceeded 
down the river, anchoring near the 
Chester. A large number of refugees 
were taken off the cruiser. 

In all the Wheeling gathered togeth- 
er 299 persons. Her decks were densely 
crowded, most of the refugees being 
women and children. Everything pos- 
sible was done for their comfort by the 
officers and men of the gunboat. 

The Wheellng passed down the river 
in the moonlight with a searchlight 
playing on her colors. She passed the 
rebel pickets and anchored at midnight 
off La Barra. The battleships lowered 
boats. and in heavy seas the transfer 
was carried out, occupying four heurs.

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ROUTING THE GUNMAN. 

Congressman Frank Park has started in 
motion machinery that may literally cut the 
ground from under the pistol-toter. He 
hopes to get through congress a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting the states to 
regulate the carrying of arms. The most 
conservative jurists hold, that the 
toter flourishes because the states are ham- 
pered in dealing with him by the constitu- 
tional provision guaranteeing the “right to 
bear arms.’ Were this barrier not in the 
way the evil of gun-packing would quickly 
yield to summary legislation. Congressman 
Park would provide the remedy by leaving 
unaltered the original constitutional stipula- 
tion, but adding to it the right of the several 
states to prescribe in what manner arms 
may be carried. 

It is sincerely to be hoped congress will 
lose no time in putting the amendment be- 
fore the legislatures of the country. We 
doubt if a single one would reject it. Every 
state is plagued with the pistol-toter. Many 
of the states have enacted drastic legislation 
of a repressive nature, but the practice still 
spreads and the homicide rate still mounts, 

The income tax amendmett could hardly 
be more important than the one aimed at 
the evil of concealed weapons. The United 
States now stands, justly but tragicalir, 
placarded as the “murderer of nations.” 
That unenviable distinction comes to her as 
a result of-the activities, largely, of the man 
who carries a gun or other deadly weapon. 
Technicalities and an archaic legal proced- 
ure militate to complicate the situation, but 
at the root of it is the fact that under pres- 
ent conditions an innocent constitutional 
proviso can be distorted to shield the poten- 
tial murderer. 

At the time the amendment touching the 
right to bear arms was ratified the situation 
was vastly different. We were not confront- 
ed by the criminal menace with which we 
have now to deal. Framed originally in the 
name of liberty and in behalf of safety, the 
amendment has come to be a friend to 
license and a constant menace to safety, fre- 
quently of useful and law-abiding citizens. 

If Judge Park shal) be able to get this 
amendment before the country the country 
will do the rest. And he will have rendered 
a national service, long needed.

There ean be no 
question that if the funds wasted or misap- 
plied to pork barrel projects had been spent 
on distributing scientific knowledge to farm- 
ers we should not only have increased pro- 
duction vastly in this country, but we should

have gone a long way toward solving the 


vexed question of how to keep the boy on 
the farm. 

It is fortunate that we have so penetrat- 
ing a scientist at the head of the depart- 
ment, at a time when the national con- 
science is awaking, and the national pocket, 
pinched by the high cost of living, is begin- 
ning to back the urgings of conscience. We 
doubt if any of the cabinet officers has an 
opportunity for more far-reaching and con- 
structive service than that enjoyed by Sec- 
retary Houston.

criminal case, in which the defense sought 
to summarily strike a juror over sixty. The 
supreme court holds, in substance, that while 
a citizen aged sixtv may, if so minded, take 
advantage of his privileges and claim exemp- 
tion from jury duty, that the mere existence 
of the constitutional privilege does not dis- 
qualify him if he desires to serve. 

Whether or not the decision is good law 
it is sound common sense. And, after all, 
law should embody common sense if it is to 
appeal to the sentiment that will respect its 
mandates and sanction its enforcement. 

There has been a good deal of misplaced 
levity and genuine misunderstanding about 
the doctrine, so-called, of Oslerism. That 
doctrine was, erroneously, assumed to lay 
down the principle that after forty-five a 
man’s productive years were in the sere and 
vellow, and that at sixty he should be 
chloroformed as useless. Many times Dr. 
William Osler has repudiated the _ senti- 
ments credited to him, but some people yet 
take them seriously. 

The constructive science of our day sets 
no age limit to a man’s usefulness. Some 
men, from dissipation, wrong habits of life 
or inherited -infirmities, are disqualified 
from active pursuits at thirty. Others con- 
tinue productive and energetic until eighty. 
It may be said that the steady progress of 
human conservation is constantly increasing 
the numbers in the latter class and reducing 
those in the former. It is not inconceivable 
that within one or two generations we shall 
have so strengthened and fortified the stock 
of the race that the prime of life may be 
pushed far upward from fifty toward the 
line of seventy. ; 

In the specific instance under discussion, 
all things being equal, the juror of sixty or 
sixty-five is much more apt to render effect- 
ive service to the state than the juror of 
thirty-five. He is seasoned and tolerant and 
judicial. He knows human weakness, yet he 
is likely to oppose hysteria. If he has been 
a man of ordinary observance he has come 
more and more with years to respect the ne- 
cessity of law and its strict enforcement. 
Extraneous considerations are not apt to 
sway him and both defense and prosecution 
stand an excellent chance of getting a 
square deal at his hands. 

We need to remember that right living 
and not the calendar determines a man’s 
days of usefulness. Upon ttre general recog- 
nition and practice of that doctrine depends 
the health of the entire race.

God and Heaven and Truth never 
change; but satan, hell and evil have a new 
Scheme every minute for the weak among 
men. Truth is conservative; error is radical. 

These general and fundameutal truths en- 
ter into all phases of human life and en- 
deavor. They?are as pure as the air, and 
like the air they permeate the earth and 
the doings of men when not shut out by 
ignorance and error. 

To upset the fundamentals of gavernment 
is not progress: it is stagnation like one 
experiences when the air is shut out of the 
life and lungs. 

The man who runs after any proposed 
change, in the belief that it is progress be- 
cause it is change, is pursuing an ignis 
fatuus across a mirage. Let him beware. 

It is said that this is a day of change. It 
does not necessarily mean progress. Prog- 
ress must be grounded in stability. There 
can be no safety in government, business or 
morals without stability. Fickleness is the 
antipodes of stability. Fickleness is change. 

A stable government has been our boast 
and heritage. Those of otr alleged states- 
men who are fond of so much change and 
instability would find an ample field for their 
hearts’ desire should they migrate to Mexi- 
eo, or to some other Spanish-American 
country.

Was she really the daugh- 
ter of Henry VIII?. Was she a murderess?

It has been affirmed. and with 
dence of authenticity. that a child was born 
to the queen by the Earl of Essex at Kenil- 
worth castle. Regarding this statement a 
writer in “Notes and Queries” of March &, 
1851, says: “It is a tradition in a family 
with which I am connected that Queen Eliz- 
abeth had a son, who was sent over to Ire- 
land and placed under the care of the Earl 
of Ormonde. The earl, it will be remem- 
bered, was distantly related to the queen, 
her great-greatgrandmother being the 
daughter of Thomas, the eighth earl. Papers 
are said to exist in the family which prove 
the above statement.” ; 

Another story has it that the 
that of Robert Dudley. Earl of Leicester. 
It is said that documents are Kept in the 
State paper office by the British government 
which contain evidence of a most conclu- 
sive character. They are kept private and 
not permitted to be used by historical in- 
quirers.

There is a tradition that 
such a personage as this mysterious son was 
brought up secretly at the free school of 
Shrewsbury, but what became of him is 
not known, nor ts it easy to account for 
this etBrious entry in the parish-church book 
of Shrewsbury. 

“The Tourist’s Illustrated Handbook of 
lreland” is responsible for the following 
Statement: “One of the interesting features 
pointed out is the grave of Thomas But- 
ler, the putative natural son of her maiden 
majesty.

John Burke's “Peerage’ gives an extract 
from the Dictionnaire de la Noblesse, Paris, 
1771, stating the tradition that Thomas But- 
ler, the tenth Barl of Ormonde, K. G., and 
Queen Elizabeth were the parents of Piers 
Fitzthomas Butler, Sir Edward Butler 
Knight, son of this Piers, created Viscount 
Galmoye in 1646.

SOME HINTS ON CARVING. 

Experience is the best teacher a would-be 
carver can possibly have, but a few hints 
may be given that will be of practical as- 
sistance to the amateur 
called upon to perform 
vefore friends, if said 
mateur can only eall 
he following hints to 
nind when they are 
needed: 

Most carving knives

A thin, short blade, |

The fork 
should be two-pronged, 
for game and meat, 
and have a finger 
guard. 

‘or fish, a special knife and five-pronged 
fork is made and there is also a third piece 
called a fish-slide in the set. The fish- 
slide, fork and knife are all of silver or 
nickel, as steel is never used about fish. 

Articles to be earved should be placed 
upon dishes sufficiently large to admit them 
being turned about; the joint, or whatever 
should be near enough the carver to allow 
him free use of his arms. 

Unless loins, breast and necks of mut- 
ton, veal or lamb are jointed by the butcher 
before they are cooked the most adroit carv- 
er will be puzzled. Often the cook can 
sever a joint or start the dissecting process 
of a fowl before bringing it to the table. 
The carver has enough to contend with and 
should have all the help possible from any 
source. 

“The 


nearer the bone, the sweeter the 
meat,” is an old proverb, and carvers soon 
discover that choice tid-bits are found be- 
tween the bones and easily lifted out. If 
a joint is stubborn it is better to cut around 
it than to attempt to cleave through it by 
main strength frightening your guest, 
threatening the china and certainly paving 
the way, Mr. Man, for a curtain lecture after 
the meal. 

In serving fish try not to break 
flakes which give beauty to the dish. Help 
a little milt, or roe to each portion. The 
heads of carp, part of the heads of salmon 
and cod and the fins and sounds of cod 
and turbot are esteemed as delicacies bv 
some diners.

One meth- 
Od used, in addition to the newspaper 
notices and the genera! invitation to all 
Atlanta to go tosomechruch, was the 
request to the Sunday school scholars 
to attend. In order to make the morn 
Ing service attractive and appealing 
to the junior scholars, the minister, 
Dr. George L. Hanscom, has inaugu- 
rated a five-minute sermon especial!s 
for children. preceding his address fo! 
the grown-ups. His subject westerdas 
Was “The Tongue,” which he likened 
to the rudder of a ship. At the invi- 
tation of the pastor and the church 
membership, Dr. Thornwel] Jacobs was 
present and told the story of UOgie- 
thorpe university. 

Dr. Jacobs traced the founding of the 
original Oglethorpe university to the 
influence of Midway Congregational 
church, in Liberty county, organized 
in 1773 by Congregationalists who had 
come from a colony at iorchester. This 
famous church, he sald, had given more 
notable men and measures to Georgia 
than any other organization, and has 
Biven the Presbyterian church fifty of 
its prominent ministers. 

He briefly told the history of the 
University from its founding in 1821 
to the cal! of the sixties, when it died 
for its ideals, sending its sons to battle 
and investing its funds in the bonds of 
the confederacy. It was founded by 
BeVeral denominations, was named for 
him who was probably Georgia's most 
noted Episcopalian, James Oglethorpe, 
and is now being born again under the 
combined efforts of al] denominations. 
Dr. Jacobs stated that if he could have 
his way, the trustees of the university 
would adopt for its motto the words, 
“By the right hand of God she arose 
from the dead.”

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STUBBORN. FIRE IN ROME 
CAUSES $50,000 DAMAGE 


Three Buildings Belonging to 
W. W. Brooks, of Atlanta, 
Among Those Burned. 


Rome, Ga., December 14.—(Speciali.) 
The worst fire Rome has known in 
several vears this morning caused dam- 
age to property in excess of $50,000, 
and threatened the entire business sec- 
tion of the city before it was subdued 
by firemen.

Pay as You Go. 
While it does not literally convert 
things into gold, pay as you go, as a 
practice, has been the foundation of 


and fortune. Of all men in the world 
farmers ought to stick to the cash rule, 
buying and selling for cash. And 
farmers as a rule produce mainly those 
things which habitually sell for cash, 
such as cotton, grain, beef cattle, milk 
and butter, truck, ete. 

Farmers are not trained to the de- 
vices of the credit system; they are 
not versed in the cent-per-cent in- 
tricacies of the mercantile and manu- 


shrewd dealer in all 
merchandise. 
Good Credit Seductive. 

A good credit helps the merchant 
and banker and other business men, It 
has also been the foundation stone of 
many a successful financial and busi- 
ness edifice. 

The business man deals with other 
business men in buying his stock of | 
merchandise and knows full well the | 
value of good credit as well as the 
value of cash, and ever seeks to dis- 
count his 30 or 60-day purchases by 
paying the cash on receipt of invoice. 
But when he faces his buying cus- 
tomer with smiling countenance and 
seeks to sell his goods he is by no 
means insistent on “cash oVer the 
counter.” He knows the _ seductive 
power of credit and generally prefers 
to sell on acceunt and secure a larger 
profit from selling at higher prices. 

Unfortunately, however, for this ar- 
gument, the merchant rarely quotes a 
cash price, but generally the credit 
price. He prefers to sell on a credit 
because he can sell more goods that 
way and get higher prices. , 

But by determined effort and with 
the independent position of a man with 
the cash in his pocket or a good check- 
ing account at the Bank he should in- 
sist on a material reduction in quoted 
prices with the cash in immediate 
view, and generally he will get what 
he wants and is justly entitled to. 

Four Per Cent a Month. 

Once in my farming life I was under 
the necess,ty to buy bacon, flour, 
cheese, a little corn and hay, etc., with- 
out any money in hand. I asked the 
merchant, with whom I had been deal- 
ing on a cast basis for some years, his 
credit prices for such things as the 
above named. He replied, “Same as I 
quote to everybody.” This meant that 
he would charge such prices as would 
amount to about 4 per cent per month 
(per month, mind you) on fair cash 
prices, or 48 per cent per annum! I 
told him flatly that I would not pay 
any such prices and at once stepped 
over to a banker friend and borrowed 
what money I needed at 2 per cent a 
month (that was the usual rate at that 
time), or 24 per cent per annum, and 
paid the cash for the supplies that I 
needed at a net saving of 24 per cent. 

Of course I was—in a sense—buying 
on a credit, but the bank was my 
ereditor and not the merchant. As a 
matter of fact that merchant frankly 
told me that he did not care to sell for 
cash excepting to a man known to be 
“no good.” 

In the same, or a simblar manner, 
many a farmer who is just “obliged” to 
have the goods, may borrow the money 
and pay the cash for the goods. But 
I do not believe that this would be 
good practice as a rule. In fact—-to 
come at once to the point—a farmer 
should so plan, purpose and plant, that 
he will need to buy no more than he 
can easily pay cash for. It would not 
be wise for a farmer to undertake to 
produce on his farm, or at home, 
everything he will need that may be 
possibly produced at home, but only 
such things for which his soil and cli- 
mate are reasonably adapted. , 

It would hardly pay, for instance, to 
produce the little starcn needed for 
the home laundry, but the good wife 
can make the soap. It would not be 
well to undertake to make his shoes, 
but somebody at home might knit his 
socks. He cannot grow Dbilack pepper, 
cinnamon and other condiments and 
flavorings that grow only in the trop- 
ics, but he may make his vinegar and 
syrup, put up canned fruits and vege- 
tables, Another thing: He may put up 
eggs in a waterglass solution along 
during the summer and early fall 
when eggs are cheap and have a few 
dozen dozens to sell now at 40 to 50 
cents a dozen, the putting up costing 
only a few cents per dozen. 

Sell and Then Buy. 


Indeed it is a very good rule for the 
farmer to adopt to always carry some- 
thing to sell when he “goes to town” 
to get the money to pay cash for what 
he expects to buy. Try the rule, young 
farmer (and old farmer, too). tried 
it for several years before leaving 
my farm and found it worked well. It 
was a surprise to me what a number 
of things that could be found that 
would sell readily for the cash. But 
take care! Don't dare to sell the 
chickens and eggs and dried fruit and 
canned vegetables, etc., to pay for your 
tobacco, cigars (and other things not 
necessary to mention) and cut the wife 
out of her traditional resources and 
rights. $ 

A farmer who has to buy his baton, 
lard, syrup, butter and milk (or go 
without) and forego a fresh beefsteak. 
or pork chop, or breakfast gacon, or 
mutton—because he “doesn’t raise 'em,”’ 
is but a half-way farmer and (will 
you bet) his wife says, “Amen!”

LEAF COMPOST. 

Mias FE. Tabor, Oak Hill, Ga.—vWvill 
you kindly tell me how to use lime in 
decomposing weeds, trash, etc., to make 
fertilizer for a garden? How should it 
be put up? How much lime to a pen, 
say, 6 feet long, 6 feet wide and 5 feet 
high? Should, it be kept wet? What 
crops would a fertilizer made this way 
be best for? : 

Answer—I know of no rule which 
precribes the amount of lime that 
would be proper to mix with a given 
bulk of leaves, straw or other similar 
vegetable matters. Such a pen as you 
describe would amount in bulk to about 
one and a half cords, and when pressed 
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down by tramping it would make about 
one-fourth to one-third of a cord, I 
suppose about one bushel of lime would 
be sufficient... The mass should be made 
thoroughly. wet, but not dripping, and 
the lime should be sprinkled over suc- 
cessive layers of the leaves after wet- 
ting each jJayer with hose sprinkler, or 
hand watering pot and tramping down 
as compactly as possible. The chief 
advantage of rotted leaves when ap- 
lied to the soil would be due to the 
umus they would supply, and not to 
the plant food they contain. Therefore, 
they would suit any crop, but particu- 
larly those crops that dccupy the 
ground during the late spring and sum- 
mer. No danger of applying too much. 

Thecompost of leaves, trash, etc., 
would by no means take the place of 
fertilizers, but would make them more 
effective by causing mellowness and 
porosity of the soil, and making it 
more retentive of moisture. Stable 
manure should not be put in compost 
with lime.

REBELLION IN INDIA 


Treatment of East Indians in 
South Africa Has Roused 
a Storm. 


London, December 14.—The British 
and Indian governments are_seric¢usly 
concerned over recent occurrences in 
South’ Africa arising out of what the 
East Indians consider discriminatory 
legislation against them. An effort 
being made to minimize the seriousness 
of the situation which was accompa- 
nied by a general strike cf thousands 
of East Indians in Nataland riots in 
which severa! were killed. The goy- 
ernment’s influence has been sufficient 
to induce the press of the country to 
print only favorable news and com- 
ments while a careful supervision of 
news in regard to the suppression of 
disturbances in South Africa is made 
befcre its appearance in the Indian 
papers.

All this, however, has not had much 
effect on the Indians. or at any rate 
on those living in the British Isles. 
They are thoroughly aroused and are 
demanding equal treatment for their 
fellow subjects in all the British do- 
minions, practically all of which have 
adopted or contemplate adopting laws 
to keep the Indians out of their re- 
spective countries. 

The difficulties of the imperial gov- 
ernment are two fold. It is pointed 
out that it cannot dictate to the do- 
minions what immigrants they shall 
|admit without arousing, particularly in 
‘South Africa, a storm that might lead 
to a demand for separati@n from the 
empire; and in India it is realized 
that it would not take much to fan 
the flame into a rebelliOn that would 
tax the resources of the empire to put 
down. 


An Added Difficulty. 


A rebellion in India would be a ge- 
rious matter under any circumstances, 
but there is an added difficulty now 
that Hindus and Mohammedans are

He 
began by telling the negroes of the 
wonderful opportunity that awaits 
them in living clean lives and building 
characters which gain for them the 
respect of the community. 

He told of having commuted the sen- 
tence of a negro condemned as a mur- 
derer simply on the evidence of the 
man’s past good character and the ap- 
peals madeinhis behalf by his fellow 
citizens. The governor's address had a 
big effect on the audience, and long 
applause was accorded him. 

Judge Broyles Holds “Trial.” 


Judge Broyles was then introduced 
by the chairman of the meeting, Dr. W. 
A. Fountain, as “a man with whom a 
large element of our race are already 
very familiar.” 

“As I look over this audience I see 
many familiar faces,” were Judge 
Broyles’ first words, which brought 
down the house with applause. “But 
speaking seriously,” he continued, “I 
believe that you have never assembled 
at a gathering fraught with such sig- 
nificance. 

“You are on trial here tonight, 
charged with failing to contribute suf- 
ficient funds for your Y. M. C. A.” said 
the judge. “I assume you admit your 
guilt and I will dispense with the evi- 
dence and proceed to pronounce judg- 
ment. Ordinarily, my fining power  * 
limited to $200, but I have just been 
commissioned by the governor to fine 
you any amount I think best, and so I 
hereby impose a fine of $20,000 and or- 
der the officers not to let any man out 
until the fine is paid.” 

Dr. Proctor, of the Congregational 
church, and Dr. J. P. O’Connell, of Gam- 
mon Theological seminary, then follow- 
ed with addresses, each of which was 
filled with a vivid portrayal of the 
ideals of the negro race. Rev. P. J. 
Bryant then made the general appeal 
for funds, after which the collection 
was taken ‘which resulted in about 
$2,000 in actual cash and $3,300 in 
checks and subscriptions payable on de- 
mand. 

After the general collections, Colonel 
John Temple Graves addressed the au- 
dience, expressing his earnest intention 
of co-operating in every way possible 
in the Y. M. C. A. movement. W. Woods 
White then made the closing address, 
telling of the “larger vision” for the 
extended Y. M. C. A. work which was 
bound to go forward to success within 
the next few months, meaning progress 
for the race and much toward the so- 
lution of the problem of crime in At- 
lanta.
